Licensed chauffeurs in Alberta 
will henceforth be compelled to 
carry records of convictions on 
their licenses, under a new high- 
way traffic regulation announced 
by the provincial highway traffic | 
board Monday |

Convictions under the Public Ser- 
vices Vehicles Act, The Vehicles 
and Traffic Act and the Criminal 
Code of Canada, traffic ions 
must be tabulated on the licenses 
of chauffeurs from now on 
The records will be valuable not 
only to the highway traffic board 
but to employers of truckdrivers, 
it was said 

License held the previous 
year must from now on be filed 
with the traffic board when ap- 
plication for a mew license is 
made. The board may refuse to 
grant licenses to any who fail to 
comply with this regulation or if 
it is considered the record of con- 
victions warrants cancellation of 
the license. 

The trailer regulation is designed 
to safeguard against the danger of 
an attachment breaking. Two such

Across Canada 


There are double the number of 
alcoholic casualties in Canada 
compared to the number of Cena- 
dian war casualties, and the prob- 
lems presented by the greatly 
increased consumption of spirits 
in Caneda must be recognized by 
each individual and accepted as 
his responsibility, the Rev. Ben 
H, Spence, secretary Alberta Tem- 
perence forces, told approxi- 
mately 2,000 persorts when he ad- 
dressed two meetings in the 
Empire theatre Sunday. 

Speaking at 3 p.m. and again at 
845 p.m. Mr. Spence pointed out 
the increase in the consumption of 
spirits in Canada during the last 10 
years. 

“Not only has the number of ga! 
lons of liquor, wine and beer which 
Canadians are drinking greatly in 
creased, but also the actual amount 
of alcohol consumed has increased.” 
he said. “There is no shortage of 
liquor in Canada, but rather an 
abnormal demand for it.” 
INCREASE IN BEER DRINKING 


The speaker said 
vealed an “alarming increase” in 
the amount of beer being drunk in 
Canada and he said something has 
to be done about it. 

“It's not @ case of whether we 
should act but how we should 
act,” he said, “Christians are be- 
coming conscious of the problem 
and we must work together to 
help those people who are 
crushed and blighted by liquor.” 

Speaking under the auspices of 

the Associated Temperance Forces 
of Alberta, Mr. Spence was accom- 
panied by the Eureka Jubilee 
Singers, a colored quintet who sang 
negro spirituals 

The Rev. E. G. Turnbull, presi- 
dent of the Edmonton Ministerial 
Association was chairman of the 
afternoon meeting when close to 
1,000 persons attended, and 
Rev. J, MacBeath Miller, president 
of the Edmonton Presbytery, Pres- 
byterian church, conducted the eve- 
ning meeting which was also 
attended by an audience of about 
1,000 

The speaker outlined the three- 
point objective of the Associated 
Temperance forces. “We can't do 
everything we want to right at the 
start but that shouldn't stop us from 
doing what we can,” he said. 


TEMPERANCE PROGRAM 

TAe three points brought out 
were: First, To provide that the 
sale of beer, except for consump- 
tion on the premises, be subject 
to the same requirements as to 
permits and purchase, that now 
apply to other intoxicating liquors 

Second, to curtail the exceptional 
privileges which liquor sellers now 


enjoy, compared with beneficial 
business concerns, as to hours of 
sale. Third, to give the people 


legal power to determine by their 
votes whether liquor may be sold 
in the locality in which they have 
made their homes. That no license 
be granted where there is none now, 
unless and until the people in the 
locality concerned give their con- 
sent by vote and that the municipal- 
ity, or group of contiguous munici- 
palities, be the basic unit in a}! such 
voting, and that voting 
municipal voters’ lists

Had Superb Air- Raid Shelters

BERCHTESGADEN, June 
4.—(BUP)—Adolf Hitler liv- 
ed in deadly fear of Allied air 
raids. In the last half of the 
war, when Allied planes were 
attacking in full force, Ger- 
man civilians guardedly re- 
marked that the Fuchrer sel- 
dom was caught in raids be- 
cause he purposely avoided 
cities. 

It is known thet Hitler never 

used the superb shelter in the 
basement of the building housing 
his Munich apartment. As far as 
is known he was caught only once 
in a Munich raid and sweated that 
one out in his bombproof super- 
shelter under the Fuehrerhaus. 

While civilians had to be satisfied 
with whatever shelter basements 
and insufficient public shelters pro- 
vided, Hitler saw to it that wher- 


jever he had headquarters there 
were tremendous underground 
bunkers 

These bunkers consis 
eral underground levels, connected 
by tunnels, with enough rooms to 
house Hitler and his personal staff 
headquarter officer, Nazi bigwigs 
or representatives permanently as 
signed to headquarters 
COST MILLIONS 

These bunkers, 
‘of reichsmarks 
|hours of labor, 
of steel and reinforced concrete 
with walls and ceilings from three 
to 12 feet thick
